Today, the Wisconsin Legislature and individual voters filed an emergency
application for a stay pending appeal, an injunction pending appeal, and
alternative petition for writ of certiorari and summary reversal. The application
regards a final decision and order entered on March 3, 2022, by the Wisconsin
Supreme Court. The Wisconsin Legislature previously filed an expedited motion
for a stay of that order in the Wisconsin Supreme Court on March 4, 2022, and
informed the state court that it would be moving for a stay in this Court due to
the exigency.

As of Applicants’ filing, the state supreme court had not acted on the
Legislature’s expedited motion for stay. But shortly after Applicants filed in this
Court and served all Respondents, the state supreme court issued the enclosed
order. The order requests responses to the Legislature’s expedited motion for a
stay in the state supreme court by 11 a.m. (CST) on March 9, 2022.

Given the exigency, Applicants respectfully request that any request for briefing
on their emergency application not be delayed for the state court’s likely denial
of the Legislature’s motion for the state court to stay its own order. All
Respondents have been served with Applicants’ emergency application filed in
this Court. Arguments raised in any response in the state supreme court will
overlap with those raised in any response to Applicants’ request for relief in this
Court. And for the reasons discussed in the emergency application, the state
court’s serious errors of federal law and the exigencies warrant immediate relief.

Counsel will apprise the Court of any further developments in the state supreme
court, including the immediate submission of a copy of any order by the
Wisconsin Supreme Court declining to stay its order pending Applicants’ appeal
to this Court.

On March 3, 2022, this court issued a decision enjoining Wisconsin’s existing
congressional and legislative districts and ordering new district plans proposed by Wisconsin
Governor Tony Evers.
